‘‘Christian laving in China” was the 
subject o f the H e r m o n delivered by the 


s p e a k e r 
to members of the congre­ 
gation at tin 
Eddington Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning. 


Dr 
m ick, who is a missionary un­ 
der the Al E Church, has been labor­ 
ing iii China for 21 years 
He is con­ 
ins ted with the faculty of the U niver­ 
sity of Nanking. 
‘‘Bettor living, through Christ, for 
better human relationships, is 
what 
the missionaries in China are trying 
to make possible,” Dr. illick said 
“ The right to give to others some- 
tiling that is too good to keep to our­ 
selves 
that is our missions res’ right 
to go to China and other countries 
aud tell tin* story of Christ,” 


‘‘And 
it 
is this 
Christian 
living 


Ideal, rather than emphasis of creed or 
denomination 
that 
is 
being empha 
sized in 
our 
work in 
China,” 
Dr. 
Illick said. 


Illustrating 
this method of union 
work among the different churches the 
speaker told of the Nanking Church 
Council, 
composed 
of 
members 
of 
many denominations, that meets each 
Monday night to map out plans for the 
city of Nanking. He also said 
that 
names of denominations are not used 
in 
naming 
churches. 
Instead, 
you 
w ill find such names as “ The Jesus 
Place” and “ The Good News P la ce ” 
above the churches. 


Dr. Illick, who plans to return to 
China this week, also told of one of 
the few strictly religious broadcasting 
stations in th** world, on** of which is 
found in Nanking. 


‘‘There arc lots of radios in 
this 
city.” Dr. Illick said, “ and this method 
of teaching has become very im por­ 
tant." 


The speaker also briefly outlined the 


higher institutions of learning that are 
/found in Nanking. Tin* Nanking Theo- 
j logical Sem inary was one of these, as 


i wert also a Bible training school, a

for women, and the 
University of Nanking,

a population of more than a million
